This, said Lanpher, 
would be due to two factors: 

1. Number of hogs farrowed in 
the April-July 1957 period was 
apparently much below previous 
estimates. 

2. Extremely favorable corn- 
hog ratios since October, 1957, 
probably have encouraged farm- 
ers to increase numbers of sows 
bred. The corn-hog ratio has run 
above 20 to 1 in some areas and

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WILL THE DAY OF DISCIPLINE RETURN ? 

Judging from what is appearing today In the grass 
roots press across the country, both in the news columns 
and on the editorial pages, America is waking up to the 
seriousness of the blatant disregard for constituted author- 
ity, particularly among younger people. As the crime vol- 
ume builds up among younger adults, the searchlight is be- 
ing turned on the school-age groups. 

Thus the search for responsibility approaches the home, 
and parental authority, closer and closer. There the trend 
toward lesser disciplinary action has been growing for sev- 
eral decades. 

As we read from the weekly and daily press from 
across the country, the community newspapers particularly, 
we are beginning to find accounts of more and more back- 
ward glances for examples of stricter measures to apply to 
present day problems. For not only did parents loosen up 
on discipline in the home but, going farther, they demanded 
the privilege of "freer expression" for their children in 

"The punks causing trouble either have to grow up or 
get out-now." Thus reads the ultimatum of the president 
of the Pleasant Hill, Mo., school board. And he is being 
hailed by Editor H. G. Hutcheson of the Augusta (Kan.) 
Gazette as a hero — man of ''intestinal fortitude." 

Writes Editor Hutcheson: "The (new) rules were laid 
down after one teacher took second place in an encounter 
With a hooligan group, resulting in some $300 damage to a 
classroom. A mass meeting with parents of the 280 stu- 
dents in the school was called where they were told they 
would have to pay for the damage . . . and tha 
ing to have respectful conduct ir 
booting out those that do not compl; 

Then there is related a list of must-nots, such as we 
haven't heard for a long, long time by which regulatory 
measures the school is to be run henceforth. Commenting, 
our fellow editor of the west declares, "All in all, these 
may sound like drastic measures, but they have been 
brought on by a few young hoods dragging their collective 
feet, and we will wager our last but-* that discipline im- 
proves in Pleasant Hill High School, along with the eleva- 
tion of educational standards." 

All over the country, in big cities and in small towns, 
this matter of disregard lor the privilege of peaceful ex- 
v^stence and the property rights of others (even those in 
whose hands rests governing authority) has been practiced 
as the (dis)order of the day, almost. Why then should we 
not hail this new authoratative note from the West, whose 
spontaneous action on behalf of just causes has been tra- 
ditionally known? 

Look then to the West, from all other points of the 
compass. And we shall watch with interest the results to 
come from this "reactionary" forward movement toward 
better citizenship.

spring months, cottage cheese gets 
much attention in menus. Cottage 
OhMM is a concentration of pro- 
tein or curd portion of milk. One 
half cup of cottage cheese sup- 
plies about an equal amount of 
protein as does a four-ounce serv- 
ing of lean meat. 

Unlike many other cheeses, cot- 
tage cheese is a soft, unripened 
or uncured cheese, and is made 
commercially from pasteurized 
skim milk. It can be made at 
home if the family has extra milk 
on hand. Like other fresh dairy 
products, cottage cheese requires 
refrigeration. It should he used 
within three days while the fla- 
vor and moist delicate texture are 

Usually there are two forms of 
cottage cheese found on the mar- 
ket : Dry Curd, which has less than 
four per cent butterfat, and has 
a dry texture, and creamed, 
which must contain more than 
four per cent butterfat, and is 
moist in texture. Doth are avail- 



able in either large or small curd. 
The dry curd cheese contains less 
calorics as it has no cream added, 
while the creamcd-form cheese 
docs have cream added. Much of 
the dry curd is sold to bakeries, 
to go into baked products. 

Soon we may be seeing another 
form of cottage cheese on the 
market. It is called whipped cream 
cottage cheese and has a mild, 
flavor and soft consistency; how- 
ever, it will not be the dream of 
calorie-counters as it really does 
contain whipped cream. 

Cottage cheese is an excellent 
mixer. It can keep company with 
various other foods such as sweet, 
tart or bland fruits, all kinds of 
vegetables, gelatin, and in cook- 
ing. It makes an elegant dish for 
any meal, served as appetizer, 
salad, sandwich, main dish, des- 
sert or dip. This adaptable cheese 
has a high calcium and phos- 
phorus content but is low in iron 
and vitamins. When serving cot- 
tage cheese as a meat alternate, 
use generous amounts and a va- 
riety of fruits and vegetables, en- 
riched breads and cereals to fur- 
nish addition nutrients. Good
